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WORLD  COCOA  BEAN  CROP  SMALLER 


IN  1965-66,  GRINDINGS  INCREASE 


Summary 


The  1965-66  world  cocoa  "bean  crop  is  estimated  at  1,284,100  metric  tons,  down 
15  percent  from  the  record  1964-65  harvest  of  1,507,000  tons.    Although  pro- 
duction will  be  smaller  this  season,  the  1965-66  crop  will  be  the  second 
largest  on  record.    The  reduced  output  this  season  is  attributed  in  entirety 
to  a  rather  sharp  fall  in  African  production  brought  about  by  less -favorable 
weather  conditions.    However,  a  larger  Brazilian  harvest  is  expected  to  boost 
Latin  American  production  by  approximately  12  percent;  and  the  crop  in  the 
Asia  and  Oceania  region  will  increase  slightly. 

World  cocoa  bean  grindings  during  1966  are  expected  to  approximate  a  record 
1.4  million  tons.    Grindings  —  stimulated  by  low  prices  —  will  exceed  world 
production  this  year;  thereby  resulting  in  a  reduction  of  the  rather  high 
level  of  inventories  held  by  consuming  countries.    Cocoa  bean  exports  during 
I965  reached  record  levels,  reflecting  abundant  supplies  from  the  bumper  1964- 
65  harvest. 

Cocoa  bean  prices  (New  York  spot  Accra)  have  recovered  from  their  19-year  low 
of  12  cents  per  pound  averaged  during  July  I965  to  an  average  of  22.6  cents 
per  pound  in  January  1966;  but  falling  slightly  to  an  average  of  22.4  cents 
during  February.    However,  the  West  African  producing  countries  are  not 
enjoying  the  benefit  of  this  increase,  as  they  sold  forward  heavily  during 
the  July-September  period  when  prices  were  at  their  lowest.    Apparently  there 
is  little  chance  that  prices  to  the  African  farmers  --  which  were  nearly 
halved  in  some  countries  this  season  —  will  be  increased  in  the  near  future. 
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Africa:    Because  of  less -favorable  weather,  African  production  this  season 

is  expected  to  fall  22  percent  below  the  record  1964-65  harvest  of 
1,175,500  tons.    It  should  be  noted  that  the  I96V65  African  crop  was  27 
percent  higher  than  the  preceding  year's  outturn,  reflecting  exceptionally- 
ideal  growing  conditions,  and  that  production  this  season  will  still  be  above 
the  1960/61-1963/64  average. 

Production  in  Cameroon  is  estimated  at  86,000  tons,  slightly  below  the  record 
crop  of  last  year.    The  harvest  in  the  Eastern  Region  through  January  13,  I966 
has  totaled  45,981  tons,  down  7>222  tons  from  the  similar  period  a  year  ago. 
Although  the  government  is  undertaking  diversification  programs  to  increase 
production  of  other  crops,  no  action  has  been  planned  to  curtail  cocoa 
cultivation.    Production  is  still  expected  to  continue  to  trend  upward  in 
future  years,  as  more  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  programs  for  pod-rot  and 
capsid  control. 

Cameroon  farmers  are  currently  being  paid  10.1  cents  per  pound,  compared  with 
15.6  cents  received  for  the  1964-65  main-crop.  The  Eastern  Region  has  yet  to 
announce  1966  mid-crop  prices;  however,  the  Western  Region  reportedly  intends 
to  lower  mid-crop  prices  to  9»2  cents  per  pound. 

Exports  of  cocoa  beans  from  East  Cameroon  during  the  first  9-months  of  I965 
have  totaled  55>155  tons  valued  at  $23.6  million,  compared  with  42,66l  tons 
worth  $20.5  million  during  the  similar  1964  period.    Increased  buying  by  West 
Germany,  Netherlands,  and  the  United  States  was  responsible  for  the  increase. 

Shipments  of  cocoa  butter  during  January- September  1965  amounted  to  4,022  tons 
valued  at  $4.7  million;  cocoa  cake  exports  for  the  same  period  were  4,404  tons 
worth  $394,000.    France  was  the  largest  buyer  of  the  cocoa  butter,  and  the 
United  States  was  the  largest  recipient  of  the  cocoa  cake  exports. 

New  machinery  has  been  ordered  which  will  enable  the  Douala  cocoa  processing 
plant  to  produce  chocolate  confectionery.    Installation  of  this  new  equipment 
is  expected  to  be  completed  by  the  close  of  the  year,  and  approximately 
1,500  tons  of  chocolate  is  expected  to  be  produced  annually.    About  200  to 
300  tons  will  be  marketed  domestically  and  in  other  African  countries,  and 
the  balance  will  be  shipped  to  Europe. 

Reflecting  less-favorable  growing  conditions,  Ghana1 s  crop  is  now  estimated  at 
425,000  tons,  well  under  the  bumper  1964-65  harvest  of  560,000  tons.  The 
harvest  through  the  week  ending  March  2,  has  totaled  about  39^>000  tons, 
indicating  a  probable  main-crop  outturn  of  approximately  400,000  tons. 

The  effects  of  swollen  shoot  and  capsid  damage  are  becoming  more  apparent, 
especially  in  the  Eastern  and  Central  Regions.    Very  little  has  been  done  to 
control  swollen  shoot  since  1962,  and  the  importation  of  spray  material  for 
capsid  control  has  been  sharply  curtailed.    Imports  of  insecticides  during  the 
first  7-months  of  1965  were  only  half  of  the  amount  imported  during  the  similar 
period  the  year  before,  and  only  one-third  of  the  7-month  I963  imports. 
Government  subsidies  to  farmers  for  spray  material  and  machines  were  lifted  in

September  19^5,  and  reportedly  even  if  farmers  were  willing  to  pay  the  full 
cost  there  would  be  little  spray  available  for  sale.    Cocoa  farmers  are  still 
receiving  9*3  cents  per  pound  for  the  1965-66  main-crop,  compared  with  12.6 
cents  paid  for  main-crop  cocoa  the  year  before. 

Exports  of  cocoa  beans  and  products  during  1965  were  at  record  levels.  Ship- 
ments of  cocoa  beans  through  the  first  9~*&onths  of  1965  amounted  to  kkk, 022 
tons,  exceeding  the  annual  total  of  any  preceding  year.    Cocoa  product  exports 
are  also  at  record  levels  because  of  additional  grinding  capacity  made  avail- 
able by  the  new  18,000  ton-capacity  Takoradi  factory.    The  new  36,000  ton- 
capacity  Tema  processing  and  storage  facility  was  officially  opened  on 
December  6,  1965;  however,  only  a  small  quantity  of  chocolate  confectionery  is 
being  manufactured  and  the  industrialization  of  cocoa  beans  into  cocoa  butter 
and  cake  has  not  yet  commenced. 

Shipments  of  cocoa  beans  to  the  Sino-Soviet  Bloc  during  the  9~month  1965 
period  amounted  to  a  record  9^,690  tons;  the  USSR,  Poland,  Mainland  China,  and 
Czechoslovakia  being  the  largest  recipients.    Exports  to  the  EEC  were  also  up 
sharply;  however,  shipments  to  the  United  States  remained  at  about  the  same 
level  as  in  the  previous  year. 

Production  in  the  Ivory  Coast  is  expected  to  approximate  130,000  tons,  compared 
with  the  record  196^-65  outturn  of  1^7,500  tons.    Weather  conditions  this 
season  have  been  generally  favorable,  but  not  as  ideal  as  in  the  previous 
year.    The  harvest  through  February  6  has  totaled  103,000  tons,  against 
113,503  tons  harvested  through  February  3,  1965 • 

Major  emphasis  is  being  placed  by  the  government  to  become  more  efficient  in 
production  through  the  usage  of  fertilizers,  spraying  for  disease  and  pests, 
and  by  replanting  with  improved  varieties.    Fertilizer  is  being  made  avail- 
able to  farmers  at  one-third  the  cost,  and  spray  and  spray  machines  are 
offered  at  a  two-thirds  cost  basis. 

Farmers  are  currently  receiving  10.1  cents  per  pound  for  the  1965-66  main- 
crop,  compared  with  12. 9  cents  paid  for  the  196^-65  harvest.    As  most  of  the 
crop  was  sold  during  July- September  when  prices  were  at  their  lowest  level, 
there  will  be  no  chance  of  increasing  the  grower  price  for  the  1966  mid-crop. 

The  Societe  Africanine  de  Cacao  cocoa  processing  plant  in  Abidjan  processed 
11,500  tons  of  cocoa  beans  during  November-October  196^-65,  and  expects  to 
process  20,000  tons  during  the  similar  1965-66  period.    Currently  only  3  out 
of  the  plant's  k  production  lines  are  in  operation;  however,  the  fourth  is 
expected  to  be  operational  by  the  close  of  March  1966,  which  will  enable  the 
factory  to  process  a  maximum  of  25,000  tons  annually.    The  Ivory  Coast  export- 
ed 179  tons  of  cocoa  butter  in  1964;  cocoa  butter  exports  during  the  January- 
October  1965  period  totaled  3,273  tons. 

Cocoa  bean  exports  during  the  first  9-months  of  1965  totaled  67,624  tons,  up 
16  percent  over  the  corresponding  period  a  year  earlier.    The  EEC  and  the 
United  States  were  the  largest  recipients. 
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Production  in  Nigeria  is  expected  to  reach  200,000  tons,  down  sharply  from 
the  record  1964-65  outturn,  but  still  approximating  the  1960/61-1963/64 
average.    The  harvest  through  January  6  is  estimated  at  slightly  under  130,000 
tons,  well  below  the  corresponding  period  a  year  earlier.    The  post-Christmas 
pickings  have  continued  to  be  disappointing;  many  pods  have  failed  to  set,  and 
those  that  did  were  below  average  in  size. 

Reportedly,  there  has  been  a  substantial  reduction  of  sales  of  spray  material 
to  farmers  during  1965  and  new  plantings  are  only  keeping  pace  with  trees 
going  out  of  production.    Producer  prices  this  season  still  remain  at  8.1 
cents  per  pound,  compared  with  15  cents  per  pound  last  season. 

Cocoa  bean  exports  during  I965  (preliminary)  reached  a  record  299,000  tons 
valued  at  $119  million,  compared  with  199,966  tons  valued  at  $112  million  in 
1964.    Shipments  to  the  United  States  were  nearly  triple  the  1964  level  of 
28,431  tons.    The  EEC  and  the  United  Kingdom  took  most  of  the  remainder. 

South  America;    A  significant  increase  in  Brazilian  production  and  another 

large  crop  in  Ecuador  is  expected  to  raise  South  American 
production  by  nearly  39*000  tons  this  season. 

Brazilian  production  is  estimated  at  159*000  tons,  up  34  percent  over  the 
1964-65  outturn,  and  will  be  the  largest  crop  produced  since  the  record  1959" 
60  harvest.    Favorable  weather  and  the  recovery  of  the  trees  from  the  effects 
of  the  severe  droughts  experienced  during  the  past  several  years  has  boosted 
estimates  of  the  October-April  Bahia  main-crop  to  1.45  million  bags  (87,000 
tons),  an  increase  of  over  31,000  tons  over  the  preceding  main  harvest.  If 
the  favorable  weather  continues,  the  Bahia  May-September  Temporao  crop  could 
easily  reach  1.1  million  bags  (66,000  tons).    Production  from  other  States 
usually  amounts  to  about  100,000  bags  (6,000  tons). 

Exports  of  cocoa  beans  and  cocoa  butter  during  I965  increased  over  the  1964 
level;  cocoa  cake  shipments  fell  sharply  to  only  about  one-half  of  the 
previous  year's  total.    The  United  States  took  nearly  three-fourths  of  the 
cocoa  bean  exports;  most  of  the  remainder  went  to  Argentina,  Colombia,  and  the 
Netherlands.    There  was  no  cocoa  beans  exported  to  the  USSR  during  1965, 
however,  cocoa  butter  exports  to  the  Soviets  increased  to  4,050  tons. 

Production  in  Ecuador  is  estimated  at  44,000  tons,  down  slightly  from  the 
large  1964-65  harvest.    However,  if  favorable  weather  continues  throughout 
the  remainder  of  the  season,  production  could  equal,  or  possibly  exceed  the 
47,000  ton  level  of  last  season. 

Exports  of  cocoa  beans  during  the  first  10  months  of  1965  totaled  35,263  tons, 
up  31  percent  over  the  previous  year's  annual  total.    The  United  States  was 
the  largest  recipient  taking  13,772  tons,  followed  by  Colombia,  West  Germany, 
and  the  Netherlands  with  7,295  tons,  4,912  tons,  and  2,440  tons,  respectively. 
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The  North  American  crop  is  still  expected  to  approximate  the  1964-65  outturn 
of  90*700  tons.    Production  in  Asia  and  Oceania  is  anticipated  to  continue  its 
upward  trend  in  1965-66,  and  another  large  crop  is  expected  for  New  Guinea 
and  Papua.

Reflecting  abundant  supplies  and  low  prices,  United  States  cocoa  bean  imports 
during  1965  reached  the  record  level  of  360,097  tons,  up  33  percent  over  the 
preceding  year  and  exceeding  the  previous  record  1961  imports  by  over  10,000 
tons.    Imports  increased  sharply  from  Nigeria,  Brazil,  Ecuador,  Mexico,  and 
the  Ivory  Coast;  shipments  from  Ghana  —  the  largest  U.  S.  supplier  were  up 
only  about  3  percent  from  1964.    Although  the  quantity  of  U.  S.  cocoa  bean 
imports  were  up  significantly  over  the  preceding  year,  the  value  declined  to 
$120.5  million,  compared  with  1964  imports  valued  at  $130.8  million. 

United  States  grindings  of  cocoa  beans  during  1965  increased  6.8  percent  over 
the  1964  level  to  284,587  tons.    Grindings  in  1966  are  anticipated  to  show 
further  increases  if  prices  continued  to  approximate  current  levels. 

Cocoa  bean  imports  by  West  Germany  —  the  world's  second  largest  importer  — 
also  reached  record  levels  in  1965*    Imports  amounted  to  166,928  tons,  an 
increase  of  16  percent  over  1964.    Imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  —  at 
82,320  tons  —  increased  over  the  1964  level,  but  were  still  well  under  the 
average  for  the  past  several  years. 

A  new  $10  million  cocoa  processing  plant  is  to  be  constructed  in  the  USSR  by 
an  Italian  firm.    Hie  new  facility  is  to  be  able  to  process  100  tons  of  cocoa 
daily  and  is  expected  to  be  operational  by  1968.
